ConFurence 2003 bounced on by like a tumbleweed, and with it 
came some big changes. You'll find much more about what went 
‘on and what's going to happen, later in this issue. But first, hear 
now the newts... 


Fishy fishy fishy fish... Finding Nemo from Disney and Pixar has 
found major success this summer. Unlike many of the big “anchor” 
pictures of this summer, Nemo not only premiered well, but it's 
holding up well, losing very litle of its box office power from week to 
week. In fact, Nemo was the first film released in 2003 to make 
more than $10 million a weekend for more than six weeks in a row, 
and it now sits as the #1 box office moneymaker of 2003. As of this 
writing, Nemo has supplanted Shrek as the #2 biggest animated 
film ofall ime, and by some estimates The Lion King’s crown as #1 
is within sight, Stay tooned... 


Running in front of Nemo in theaters is the first trailer for Disney's 
next 2D animated film, Brother Bear. Set to premier this November 
(the actual date in the month is in flux), the new fm follows the 
adventures of a Native American lad named Kenai, who finds 
himself transformed into a bear. It seems that Kenai's older brother 
was killed by a grizzly, and Kenai went out seeking revenge — 
‘something the gods were none too pleased with. Now i's up to the 
transformed Kenai to find “the place where the light touches the 
earth’ so he can become human again. Helping him along the way 
are a young bear cub named Koda, and two rather ditzy moose 
brothers named Rutt and Tuke. Voice actors for the film include 
Joaquin Phoenix as Kenai, newcomer Jeremy Suarez as Koda, 
and Dave Thomas and Rick Moranis as Rutt and Tuke — that's 
Tight folks, “Bob and Doug McKenzie” as two Canadian mooses, 
eh? As with Disney's Tarzan, Brother Bear features new songs by 
Phil Collins on the soundtrack. 


But before that... this coming October 7th marks the release of The 
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mm King Special Platnum Edion direct to tape and DVD. Ths 
new version of the fm features a brand new song sequence with 
new animation — and word has been making the rounds that the 
song is Zazu's "The Morning Report” from The Lion King Broadway 
version. This also marks the first time that The Lion King — in any 
form — has been made available on DVD. Those who pre-order the 
‘Special Platinum from their local Disney Store or the Disney Catalog 
will receive a special collection of Lion King lithographs as a bonus. 


And while we're at it: In February of 2004 look for The Lion King 1 
% — Hakuna Mutata, alternately known as The Lion King 3 - 
Hakuna Mutata. This direct-to-video “re-imagining’ tells the same 
story as The Lion King and Simba's Pride — but tells them both from 
the point of view of Timon and Pumbaa. We learn the origin of 
these two characters, how they met, and how they came to know 
‘Simba the lion and join in his adventures.

Premiering this September on Canada's Teletoon Channel is the 
new series Silverwing, based on the best-selling books by Kenneth 
‘Oppel about a rebellious young bat. No word yet on if or when there 
isto be an American release. 


Trying what has worked before, Universal Pictures and 
Dreamworks SKG bring us a new live-action Dr. Seuss movie. 
This time around, it’s the classic The Cat in the Hat, and this time 
around its Mike Myers (he of Austin Powers and Shrek) who gets 
to be all done up in fur and make-up! As with the Grinch movie, the 
producer is Brian Grazer, and this time the director is Bo Welch. 
The film (and all of its inevitable tie-in merchandise!) comes to us 
this Thanksgiving. 


Two new furry TV shows with a decidedly adult slant are currently 
making waves on cable station TNN. First off of course is the return 
of Ren & Stimpy (now with creator John Kricfalusi back in the 
fold). Then there's Gary the Rat, starting the voice of Kelsey 
Grammer. It seems that a New York lawyer named Gary has 
found himself transformed into a giant rat... but he's not gonna let 
that in the way of his practice, or his ambitions! 


Coming out of nowhere and into theaters this fall is Good Boy! from 
MGM. Here's the idea of this live-action film: All the dogs on planet 
Earth are really invaders from a planet around the star Sirius, who've 
been... distracted from their mission. Therefore the Great Dane of 
Sirus sends his best agent, Canid 3942 (the voice of Matthew 
Broderick) to Earth to whip the dogs back into shape. Problems 
arise when his ship crash-lands, and 3942 winds up befriended by 
a lonely young earth boy named Owen (Liam Aiken). Look for this 
comedyisci-fiadventure to premier on October 10”. 


A retum to the big screen this fall for both director Joe Dante and 
cartoon star Bugs Bunny. In Looney Tunes: Back in Action, 
Bugs and his well-known cartoon buddies join a diverse group of 
live-action humans (among them Brendan Fraser, Jenna Elfman, 
and Steve Martin) in a global search for a missing father and a 
fabulous jewel. Look for it from Wamer Brothers (of course) on 
November 14”. Meanwhile, look for the comic book adaptation from 
DC comics in late October. While you're at it, you might look for 
Looney Tunes — The Ultimate Visual Guide by Jerry Beck (in 
hardeover, from DK Publishing). 


Coming soon as a mid-season replacement on UPN is Game 
Over, a new CGI series from Carsey-Werner-Mandabach. The 
comedy series follows the lives and adventures of a family who live 
inside a video-game universe filled with action heroes, extreme 
sports, and monsters — including the family pet, a purple dragon- 
dog who smokes big stogies and gives attitude. Patrick 
Warburton (Emperor's New Groove) and Academy Award winner 
Marisa Tomei provide the voices of the family parents. 


Currently in production at Dreamworks, Over the Hedge is a new 
CGI film based on the well-known comic strip created by Michael 
Fry and T. Lewis. Like the strip, the film follows the adventures of a 
smart-mouthed con-artist raccoon named R.J. (voiced by Jim 
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Carrey) and a sensitive, naive turtle named Veme (voice by Gary 
Shandling). The film is currently scheduled for release in 
November of 2005. 


‘Also in production at Dreamworks is Father of the Pride, anew CGI 
TV series about a family of white lions who work as performers in 
the Siegfried and Roy show at the Mirage Hotel in Las Vegas. You 
read that right. Voice talent includes John Goodman as Larry, the 
current leader of the pride; Carl Reiner as Sarmoti, Larry's father- 
in-law and nemesis; and Orlando Jones as Snack, a gopher who 
is Larrys best friend, It's set to premier on NBC in the fall of 2004, 


Emmy-winning animators Joe Clasen and Susan Ishida (Jimmy 
Neutron, Casper & the Ghostly Trio) who also worked on the IMAX 
animated film Santa vs. The Snowman, have retumed with a new 
project: Wonderlens, a series of animated DVD's that link up to 
interactive web sites. First up is Aquarium of the Alens, where 
exotic undersea creatures live and play on a far-off “amusement 
planet’.

In this new anime, litle kitten Nyaako's soul has 
been stolen by Death — so she and her brother Nyatta don't’ ask us 
how) journey to “the Other Side” to get it back! Awaiting them there 
are many strange and surreal adventures. 


This October, Anime Works brings us Osamu Tezuka’s Jungle 
Emperor Leo on DVD. Leo the white lion, ruler of his Aftican realm, 
must bring together all of the animals of his kingdom to resist the 
invasion of human hunters in their realm! 


Here to slaughter cute funny animals for your fun and pleasure, web 
favorites Happy Tree Friends have released their very first DVD, 
Happy Tree Friends Volume 1: First Blood. If you've never seen, 
you'll never understand. Its coming this October from 
StudioWorks Entertainment. 


The next episode of the animated DVD series Lenny & Sidis called 
Tis the Reason. Created by former Disney animator Tony 
Bancroft and voice actor Ben Chambers, the new DVD will be 
available at Christian bookstores and retailers everywhere starting 
October 14”. 


The August issue of Animation Magazine (with Arnold 
Schwarzenegger on the cover) includes an interesting feature:

Social issues in a furry comic book, In Petey by Jeff 
Kilpatrick, Petey is a young turtle who escapes his abusive 
home and goes on a quest to "Love City’ to find himself a better 
life. In black & white, the comic also features a list of 
resources for abused kids and runaways. 


With the success of the newest Teenage Mutant Ninja Turtles 
animate series on TV, it's no surprise that it’s followed by a 
new full-color comic books series, this time written by Peter 
David — with art help by LeSean, Sander, and Ruffolo — and 
published by Dreamwave Productions. Interestingly, in this 
new version of the story, April O’Neal is a lab assistant instead 
of a reporter.

‘The Ursa Major Awards (for the Best in 
Anthropomorphics 2002) 


The Ursa Major Awards are Anthropomorphic (a.k.a. Furry) 
Fandom's equivalents of s-f fandom’s Hugo Awards, mystery 
fandom's Anthony Awards, horror fandom's Bram Stoker 
Awards, and so forth. The Ursa Majors are administered by a 
group of dedicated fans (namely Rod O’Riley, Fred Patten, 
and Kay Shapero) and presented by The ConFurence Group, 
a membership organization dedicated to promoting 
anthropomorphic fandom-related events. Nominations for the 
awards are open to the public, but voting on the final ballot was 
limited to members ConFurence. The physical award plaque

Eligibility in nine categories is for works featuring intelligent 
&/or talking animals first published during the calendar year in 
question (in this case, January through December of 2002).
